Senator Lodge of Massachusetts, chair 
man of the foreign relations committee 
and Republican leader of the senate, de 
clured in a senate speech today that 
theie were features of the league cove- 
nant which "as an American" he never 
could accept. 


CreJting, not a league of peace but 


an alliance embracing many "piovisions 
for war," the covenant in its present 
form, he asserted, would kill the Mon- 
loe doctrine, nullify any possibility of 
withdrawal from membetship, impair 
the sovereign power of deciding domes- 
tic questions, and "plunge the United 
States into e\ery contro\ersy and con- 
flict on the face of the globe. 


"Let us beware," he said, ''how we 
palter with our independence We have 
not reached the great position, from 
which we were able to come down into 
1 lie field of battle and help to sa\ e the 
world fiom tyranny, by being guided by 
others. 
Our vast power has all been 


built up and gathered together by our- 
selves alone. 


"I am as anxious as any human being 


can be to have the United States ren 
der every pos&ible service to the civi- 
lization and the peace of mankind, but 
I am certain we can do it best by not 
putting oui selves m leading strings or 
subjecting 
our 
policies and our sov- 


eieig-nty to other nations. 1 will go as 
lor as anyone in world service, but the 
first step to world service is the main- 
tenance of the United States. You may 
call me selfish, if you will, conservative 
or leactionary, but an American I was 
born, an American I have remained all 
my life. 


"The United States is the world's be&t 


hope, but if jou fetter her in the in- 
terests and quarrels of other nations, if 
jou tangle her 
in 
the 
intiigues of 


Europe, you will destroy her power for 
good and endanger her very existence. 


"We are told that we shall 'break the 


heart of the world' if we do not take 
this league just as it stands. I fear that 
the heart-* of the vast majority of man- 
kind would beat on strongly and stead- 
ily and without any quickening if the 
league were to ]>erish altogether. 
If 


it should be effectively and beneficently 
changed the people who ti ould lie awake 
in sorrow for a single night could be 
easily gathered in one not very large 
room, but those would draw a long 
breath of relief would reach to millions. 


"No doubt many excellent and patri- 


otic people see a coming fulfillment of 
noMc ideals in the words 'League for 
Peace.' We all respect and share these 
aspirations and desires, but some of us 
fcee no hope, but rather defeat, for them 
in this murky covenant For, we, too, 
have our ideals, even if we differ from 
those who have tried

monopoly of idealism. Our first ideal is 
our country. We would have our coun-

Walking for Beauty. 


In walking all the muscles of the legs 


and feet are moderately exercised, as 
also are those of the back and should- 
ers. 
If the pace is quickened the 


muscles of the feet and legs enter upon 
a more vigorous action. This great ex- 
penditure of muscular power calls for 
a more rapid' and profound respiration 
and the repiratory muscles respond 
energetically to the demand, the chest 
expands and air passes into the farth- 
est cells of the lungs. 
Thus one can readily realize the 


beauty benefit the body receives from 
just walking. 
While the exercise is 


doubtless superior to any other single 
exercise that a person can take, yet ;t 
fails to answer all the needs of the 
beautiful body. Every person is not so 
situated, too. that long and daily walks 
may be indulged irt and for these reasons 
I suggest the following exercises: 


The first exercise should be taken ly- 


ing at on the back, either on a table or 
on the floor with the hands under the 
head. 
Inhale deeply, contract 
the 


muscles of the abdomen, raise the legs 
without bending the knees until they 
have almost reached a perpendicular po- 
sition, then bend the legs at the knees 
to form right angles, and rapidly move 
the logs as though propelling a bicycle. 


The second exercise is taken while 


lying on a. table or couch, with hands 
tinder the head, the legs from the hips 
projecting 
beyond 
the 
edge, 
their 


weight causing them to hang consider- 
ably below its level. Lying so. raise one 
leg slowly until it is in a itosition ap- 
proachng right angles with the trunk. 
Hold this position for about half a min- 
ute and th-sn slowly reverse the i>osi- 
tlon of the logs. 


At all times keen the toes pointed 


from you during this exercise. 
This 


movement puts the hip. les and abdom- 
inal muscles to a severe stretch which 
may result in soreness-, hut remember 
that exercise which brings soreness will 
also t;«*r it away, though it should be 
done mildly.
